The Office of Population Affairs Clearinghouse, sponsored by the U.S. Department of Health and 
Human Services, collects, develops, and distributes information on family planning, adolescent 
pregnancy, abstinence, adoption, reproductive health care, and sexually transmitted diseases, 
including HIV and AIDS. Although the primary target audience of the Clearinghouse is HHS 
grantees, the Clearinghouse also provides information to educational and other human service 
professionals. A series of patient and professional education publications are available free of 
charge. Most of these publications are available in Spanish.
